1919*19231 X lived with my mother in the village of ZAICMARI* where I 
attended elementary school, 

1925*1926s In August of 1925# I entered the gymnasium in the town of 
ZQLOCHIV, After completing one year, I moved to LiVOg end 
entered the gymnasium there*

state gymnasium located on Lva Sapihl Ulitea, Later, I attended 
a one year commercial coarse at the "Rational School", located

In November 1934, shortly after the arrest of Stepan BANDERA, v£i 
Taros lav STOT3K0, Mikhail TAKTV, Bohdan PIDHAINT ami other 
members of the Homeland Executive Committee, CUN, Lev RffiKT 
summoned me to the Homeland Executive Committee CUN in the ^ 

Western Ukraine and assigned me to the poet of Organizational 
Referent* In addition to RSBET, the following people were ^•‘5 

members of the Homeland Executive Committee 1 Olekea HAS IN, 
military representative and Chief of Staff of the UPA until 
1949; Mikola BIHUV, deputy to RKB3T; Mr a. Sofiya MOISStOVICH, 
representative of women members; (now living in Munich and wife 
of TAW?); Vulko BODNARUK, representative of Cultural Natl Titles 
and Education; Vasil RAVAK, representative of Press and Propaganda; 
and Bohdan MARTI NIU, representative of the Intelligence section. 

In 1935, I was publisher of a nationalistic newspaper RID Nil 
if GRUNT , Prom June through September 1935, * published 13 issues 

of this paper. Because ay newspaper sharply critised the Polish 
Government, I was arrested in September 1935 and cent to the 
Polish concentration camp in BEREZ1 KARTUZ5KI, where I remained 
for three months, Wien I was released, I continued working for 
the OUR until July 1937.

In July 1937 , I was arrested in by the Polish police 
and sent first to the so-called Brigades, and later to the 
prisons in JUVNO, DUBBO and SBDLTSAKB. Hr ease was under 
investigation until February 1939*. In Bay 1939, the Oblast 
Court of RIVBO sentenced me to 12 years Imprisonment for my 
membership in the OUN, Hy friends and I were transferred 
from the RIVBO prison to the prison in TARRGV, Poland, share 
I remained until September, 1939* *<hen the German-Pollth 
war broke out, the Polish Minister of Justice ordered the 
release of all Ukrainian political prisoners. Including ms. 

In October 1939, 1 reached the tmm of RADIhMO, near PSRflCTSHL 
on the Sya n. I was on ay way to our family home in ZaKOUBXB. 

I learned that the Western Ukraine, including my home town, 
was occupied by the Bolsheviks, therefore X remained on the 
western aide of the Polish border, then under German occupation. 

In November 1939, Ifheft ff&BCHIOKA and Taro HUBKH visited 
aw and, in the name of the 0U1I, proposed tha t I become a 
masher of the German Counter-Intelligence Service Ubwehrstelle 
HI - Cracow), 1 agreed and received the necessary documents 
(identity card, permission to carry a weapon, etc.), I was 
assigned to the border area around TAB08LAV, RADIHUD-POtSKTSHL 
where I did counter-intelligence work: tracking down Soviet 

spies and intelligence agents. After 1 had organised a 
number of informers and collaborators, I began my work. During 
the early part of 1940, I was introduced to ay immediate 
superiors in CRACOw. By chiefs were Oberstleutnant TABBtff 
and Major Frants KORAB, both German officers of Hungarian 
descent, la one year, I managed to track down several Soviet 
espionage gmoups who were working in my area. About 35 of 
these Soviet spies were arrested In December, 1940, To 
prevent my being blown to the iiohshsvlks, I was transferred 
from KADBQO to tbs town of STANOX. ttiile X worked in RADBflK), 

I held the post of Town Inspector, which was my cover. 

In December 1940, I continued ay counter-Intel 11 gene e work 
in ST AMOK. However, I assumed the false name of lag. Lorenbe 
Kft&HEDU In ST AMOK, I had the cover of a V oik sdeuts char 
from VTUU. as cover for ay intelligence work, I was represan- 
tative for a brewery. This cover was materially advantageous 
and a natural for recruiting collaborators, IbnttRBOK, ay 
successes were not as great as in RADIX NO ai v I lacked time to 
develop wy work. Moreover, in June 1941, Iwa* summoned to 
the eastern front as a counter-intelligence specialist. 

In June 1941, I was summoned to the AQX (Armee-Oberkomando) 

VI as a zonderfubrer-leutmnt. I was attached to the counter- 
intelligence group IT commanded by Capt. BECHQRRBK. During 
the rest of 1941, 1 worked with great success as a counter- 
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Intelligence agent on the eastern front. I was awarded the 
"Winter Victory" medal, the Military Cross for foreigners 
and the German Military Cross. 

In Jane 1942, at the request of Major Frants KORAB, I was 
released from the Eastern Front and transferred to the staff 
of Abwherstelle III in Cracow, ldiere I worked in the section 
concerned with enewy common! cations * Having more tins to myself 
In this Job, I enrolled in the theological faculty of the University 
of WARSAW. 1 often travelled to Aar saw to hear lectures and to 
take examinations. It was my aim to become a priest once I 
finished my iatelligeomo work. 1 was influenced in this aim by 
Archbishop FAL.J)X1 with thorn 1 was acquainted. 

In Septamber 1944# considerable changes were carried out within 
Abwehrstelle III in CRACOW. At a result of the unsuccessful 
attempt on Hitler’s life, the SB and the SO (Sicherheite fiienet) 
decided to take control of the Abwehrstelle • The Gestapo required 
all workers in the Abwehrstelle to submit new personal history 
statements and photographs. Gestapo members were attached to 
our ranks. This distrust of the military had a rdry negative 
effect on us all. For this reason, I decided to obtain a release 
from the Abwehrstelle. I was all the more anxious to be released 
since my chief. Major KORAB, was transferred to a new poet* In 
order not to break off all ties with the Abwehrstelle, since such 
action could result in arrest for sabotage, I agreed to work as 
a voluntary informer instead of as a regular employee. This gave 
me a much freer hand. At the end of 1944, Archbishop PALADII 
ordained me .nd sent me to Prague to specialise in Church law* 

The Ukrainian University was located in Prague, but there were 
no lectures at this time. 1 enrolled in the law faculty and then 
returned to CKACOtt. Beginning with January 1945, X returned to 
PRAGUE where I remained until April 1945. The chief of the 
Abwehrstelle in FRaGUK was ay former chief Gberstleutnaxit TAfiBUK. 

1 worked with him in PRAGUE from January through April, 1945* 

In April 1945, I left PRAGUE and went to RAURI3, Austria, where 
I lived until September 1945, at which time I moved to SALZBUBO. 

In SaLZBURG, X found & job as an instructor in a private 
Ukrainian gymnasium. 

During these dates, X worked as an instructor in the Ukrainian 
gymnasium, giving courses in the Bible and la tine X also worked 
as a representative of the iStf In SALZBURG and the Tyrol. The 
chief of the ABN in Austria at this time was Yuri HERICH, who is 
presently living In Canada. 

Since April 1947, X have been living in MUNICH, where I have 
been working as the Chancellor of the Holy Autocephalic Church 
of Poland in Germany. In MUNICH, X also continued to study law. 
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I was in oloso contact with tha nEh/001 and it# SB until 
Ootobor 1%H. Utils I was in the 3B, I was a oonbor of Its 
staff and hand of tho tOMUr^iaUUtginei soetiocu Aftor
